(4) enhance fully integrated intelligent transpor-9

tation system deployment; 10

(5) create technical capacity for effective oper-11

ations and maintenance of such systems; 12

(6) improve safety, mobility, geographic and re-13

gional diversity, and economic development in de-14

ployment of such systems; 15

(7) advance deployment of the 511 traveler infor-16

mation program; and 17

(8) advance deployment of other national sys-18

tems, including a statewide incident reporting system, 19

wireless e-911 system, and road weather information 20

system. 21

(d) APPLICABILITY OF TITLE 23, UNITED STATES 22

CODE.—Funds authorized to be appropriated under section 23

12

‘‘(c) INTELLIGENT TRANSPORTATION SYSTEMS DE-13

PLOYMENT PROJECTS.—Projects for which funds must be 14

obligated under this section include the following: 15

‘‘(1) PERFORMANCE.—Establishment and imple-16

mentation of operations systems and services that im-17

prove performance in the areas of traffic operations, 18

emergency response to surface transportation inci-19

dents, surface transportation incident management, 20

weather event response management by State and 21

local authorities, surface transportation network and 22

facility management, construction and work zone 23

management, and traffic flow information. 24
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‘‘(2) NETWORKS.—Conducting activities that 1

support the creation of networks that link metropoli-2

tan and rural surface transportation systems into an 3

integrated data network, capable of collecting, shar-4

ing, and archiving transportation system traffic con-5

dition and performance information.

‘‘(3) SAFETY.—Implementation of intelligent 7

transportation system technologies that improve high-8

way safety through linkages connecting the vehicle, 9

the infrastructure, and information to the driver.

Indian tribes) for environmental reviews, consulta-19

tion, or decisionmaking or other actions required 20

under any Federal law as such requirements apply to 21

the following projects: 22

‘‘(A) Projects funded under section 104(h). 23

‘‘(B) Transportation enhancement activities 24

under section 133, as such term is defined in sec-25

tion 101(a)(35). 26
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‘‘(C) Projects as defined in section 1

101(a)(39) and section 5607 of the Transpor-2

tation Equity Act: A Legacy for Users. 3

‘‘(b) AGREEMENTS.—4

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall enter 5

into a memorandum of understanding with a State 6

participating in the pilot program setting forth the 7

responsibilities to be assigned under subsection (a)(2) 8

and the terms and conditions under which the assign-9

ment is being made. 10

‘‘(2) CERTIFICATION.—Before the Secretary en-11

ters into a memorandum of understanding with a 12

State under paragraph (1), the State shall certify 13

that the State has in effect laws (including regula-14

tions) applicable to projects carried out and funded 15

under this title and chapter 53 of title 49 that author-16

ize the State to carry out the responsibilities being as-17

sumed.

HICLES.—22

‘‘(A) INHERENTLY LOW-EMISSION VEHI-23

CLE.—Before September 30, 2009, the State 24

agency may allow vehicles that are certified as 25
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inherently low-emission vehicles pursuant to sec-1

tion 88.311–93 of title 40, Code of Federal Regu-2

lations, and are labeled in accordance with sec-3

tion 88.312–93 of such title, to use the HOV fa-4

cility if the agency establishes procedures for en-5

forcing the restrictions on the use of the facility 6

by such vehicles. 7

‘‘(B) OTHER LOW EMISSION AND ENERGY-8

EFFICIENT VEHICLES.—Before September 30, 9

2009, the State agency may allow vehicles cer-10

tified as low emission and energy-efficient vehi-11

‘‘(2) DEGRADED FACILITY.—18

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—For purposes of para-19

graph (1), the operation of a HOV facility shall 20

be considered to be degraded if vehicles operating 21

on the facility are failing to maintain a min-22

imum average operating speed 90 percent of the 23

time over a consecutive 6-month period during 24
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morning or evening weekday peak hour periods 1

(or both). 2

‘‘(B) MINIMUM AVERAGE OPERATING SPEED 3

DEFINED.—In subparagraph (A), the term ‘min-4

imum average operating speed’ means—5

(H) The extent of leveraging of Federal 17

funds provided to carry out this section, includ-18

dress critical national economic and transportation 24

needs. 25
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(3) Critical high-cost transportation infrastruc-1

ture facilities often include multiple levels of govern-2

ment, agencies, modes of transportation, and trans-3

portation goals and planning processes that are not 4

easily addressed or funded within existing surface 5

transportation program categories. 6

(4) Projects of national and regional significance 7

have national and regional benefits, including im-8

proving economic productivity by facilitating inter-9

national trade, relieving congestion, and improving 10

transportation safety by facilitating passenger and 11

freight movement.

paragraph (4) accrue to local areas, States, and the 14

(f) COMPETITIVE GRANT SELECTION AND CRITERIA 11

FOR GRANTS.—12

(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall—13

(A) establish criteria for selecting among 14

projects that meet the eligibility criteria specified 15

in subsection (d); 16

(B) conduct a national solicitation for ap-17

plications; and 18

(C) award grants on a competitive basis. 19

(2) CRITERIA FOR GRANTS.—The Secretary may 20

approve a grant under this section for a project only 21

if the Secretary determines that the project—22

(A) is based on the results of preliminary 23

engineering; 24
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(B) is justified based on the project’s abil-1

ity—2

(i) to generate national economic bene-3

fits, including creating jobs, expanding 4

business opportunities, and impacting the 5

gross domestic product; 6

(ii) to reduce congestion, including im-7

pacts in the State, region, and Nation; 8

(iii) to improve transportation safety, 9

including reducing transportation acci-10

dents, injuries, and fatalities; 11

(iv) to otherwise enhance the national 12

transportation system; and 13

(v) to garner support for non-Federal 14

financial commitments and provide evi-15

dence of stable and dependable financing 16

sources to construct, maintain, and operate 17

the infrastructure facility; and 18

(C) is supported by an acceptable degree of 19

non-Federal financial commitments, including 20

evidence of stable and dependable financing 21

sources to construct, maintain, and operate the 22

infrastructure facility. 23
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(3) SELECTION CONSIDERATIONS.—In selecting a 1

project under this section, the Secretary shall consider 2

the extent to which the project—3

(A) leverages Federal investment by encour-4

aging non-Federal contributions to the project, 5

including contributions from public-private 6

partnerships; 7

(B) uses new technologies, including intel-8

ligent transportation systems, that enhance the 9

efficiency of the project. 10

(C) helps maintain or protect the environ-11

ment. 12

(4) PRELIMINARY ENGINEERING.—In evaluating 13

a project under paragraph (2)(A), the Secretary shall 14

analyze and consider the results of preliminary engi-15

neering for the project. 16

(5) NON-FEDERAL FINANCIAL COMMITMENT.—17

(A) EVALUATION OF PROJECT.—In evalu-18

ating a project under paragraph (2)(C), the Sec-19

retary shall require that—20

(i) the proposed project plan provides 21

for the availability of contingency amounts 22

that the Secretary determines to be reason-23

able to cover unanticipated cost increases; 24

and 25
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(ii) each proposed non-Federal source 1

of capital and operating financing is stable, 2

reliable, and available within the proposed 3

project timetable. 4

(B) CONSIDERATIONS.—In assessing the 5

stability, reliability, and availability of proposed 6

sources of non-Federal financing under subpara-7

graph (A), the Secretary shall consider—8

(i) existing financial commitments; 9

(ii) the degree to which financing 10

sources are dedicated to the purposes pro-11

posed; 12

(iii) any debt obligation that exists or 13

is proposed by the recipient for the proposed 14

project; and 15

(iv) the extent to which the project has 16

a non-Federal financial commitment that 17

exceeds the required non-Federal share of 18

the cost of the project. 19

(6) REGULATIONS.—Not later than 120 days 20

after the date of enactment of this Act, the Secretary 21

shall issue regulations on the manner in which the 22

Secretary will evaluate and rate the projects based on 23

the results of preliminary engineering, project jus-24
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tification, and the degree of non-Federal financial 1

commitment, as required under this subsection. 2

(7) PROJECT EVALUATION AND RATING.—A pro-3

posed project may advance from preliminary engi-4

neering to final design and construction only if the 5

Secretary finds that the project meets the require-6

ments of this subsection and there is a reasonable like-7

lihood that the project will continue to meet such re-8

quirements. In making such findings, the Secretary 9

shall evaluate and rate the project as ‘‘highly rec-10

ommended’’, ‘‘recommended’’, or ‘‘not recommended’’ 11

based on the results of preliminary engineering, the 12

project justification criteria, and the degree of non-13

Federal financial commitment, as required under this 14

subsection. In rating the projects, the Secretary shall 15

provide, in addition to the overall project rating, in-16

dividual ratings for each of the criteria established 17

under the regulations issued under paragraph (6). 18

(g) LETTERS OF INTENT AND FULL FUNDING GRANT 19

AGREEMENTS.—20

(1) LETTER OF INTENT.—21

(A) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary may issue 22

a letter of intent to an applicant announcing an 23

intention to obligate, for a project under this sec-24

tion, an amount from future available budget 25
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authority specified in law that is not more than 1

the amount stipulated as the financial participa-2

tion of the Secretary in the project. 3

(B) NOTIFICATION.—At least 60 days before 4

issuing a letter under subparagraph (A) or en-5

tering into a full funding grant agreement, the 6

Secretary shall notify in writing the Committee 7

on Transportation and Infrastructure of the 8

House of Representatives and the Committee on 9

Environment and Public Works of the Senate of 10

the proposed letter or agreement. The Secretary 11

shall include with the notification a copy of the 12

proposed letter or agreement as well as the eval-13

uations and ratings for the project. 14

(C) NOT AN OBLIGATION.—The issuance of 15

a letter is deemed not to be an obligation under 16

sections 1108(c) and (d), 1501, and 1502(a) of 17

title 31, United States Code, or an administra-18

tive commitment. 19

(D) OBLIGATION OR COMMITMENT.—An ob-20

ligation or administrative commitment may be 21

made only when contract authority is allocated 22

to a project. 23

(2) FULL FUNDING GRANT AGREEMENT.—24
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(A) IN GENERAL.—A project financed under 1

this subsection shall be carried out through a full 2

funding grant agreement. The Secretary shall 3

enter into a full funding grant agreement based 4

on the evaluations and ratings required under 5

subsection (f)(7). 6

(B) TERMS.—If the Secretary makes a full 7

funding grant agreement with an applicant, the 8

agreement shall—9

(i) establish the terms of participation 10

by the United States Government in a 11

project under this section; 12

(ii) establish the maximum amount of 13

Government financial assistance for the 14

project; 15

(iii) cover the period of time for com-16

pleting the project, including a period ex-17

tending beyond the period of an authoriza-18

tion; and 19

(iv) make timely and efficient manage-20

ment of the project easier according to the 21

laws of the United States. 22

(C) AGREEMENT.—An agreement under this 23

paragraph obligates an amount of available 24

budget authority specified in law and may in-25
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clude a commitment, contingent on amounts to 1

be specified in law in advance for commitments 2

under this paragraph, to obligate an additional 3

amount from future available budget authority 4

specified in law. The agreement shall state that 5

the contingent commitment is not an obligation 6

of the Government. Interest and other financing 7

costs of efficiently carrying out a part of the 8

project within a reasonable time are a cost of 9

carrying out the project under a full funding 10

grant agreement, except that eligible costs may 11

not be more than the cost of the most favorable 12

financing terms reasonably available for the 13

project at the time of borrowing. The applicant 14

shall certify, in a way satisfactory to the Sec-15

retary, that the applicant has shown reasonable 16

diligence in seeking the most favorable financing 17

terms. 18

(3) AMOUNTS.—The total estimated amount of 19

future obligations of the Government and contingent 20

commitments to incur obligations covered by all out-21

standing letters of intent and full funding grant 22

agreements may be not more than the greater of the 23

amount authorized to carry out this section or an 24

amount equivalent to the last 2 fiscal years of funding 25
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authorized to carry out this section less an amount 1

the Secretary reasonably estimates is necessary for 2

grants under this section not covered by a letter. The 3

total amount covered by new letters and contingent 4

commitments included in full funding grant agree-5

ments may be not more than a limitation specified in 6

law. 7

(h) GRANT REQUIREMENTS.—8

(1) IN GENERAL.—A grant for a project under 9

this section shall be subject to all of the requirements 10

of title 23, United States Code, and chapter 52 of title 11

49, United States Code. 12

(2) OTHER TERMS AND CONDITIONS.—The Sec-13

retary shall require that all grants under this section 14

be subject to all terms, conditions, and requirements 15

that the Secretary decides are necessary or appro-16

priate for purposes of this section, including require-17

ments for the disposition of net increases in value of 18

real property resulting from the project assisted under 19

this section. 20

(i) GOVERNMENT’S SHARE OF PROJECT COST.—Based 21

on engineering studies, studies of economic feasibility, and 22

information on the expected use of equipment or facilities, 23

the Secretary shall estimate the cost of a project receiving 24

assistance under this section. A grant for the project is for 25
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80 percent of the project cost, unless the grant recipient re-1

quests a lower grant percentage. A refund or reduction of 2

the remainder may be made only if a refund of a propor-3

tional amount of the grant of the Government is made at 4

the same time. 5

(j) FISCAL CAPACITY CONSIDERATIONS.—If the Sec-6

retary gives priority consideration to financing projects 7

that include more than the non-Government share required 8

under subsection (i) the Secretary shall give equal consider-9

ation to differences in the fiscal capacity of State and local 10

governments. 11

(k) REPORTS.—12

(1) ANNUAL REPORT.—Not later than the first 13

Monday in February of each year, the Secretary shall 14

submit to the Committee on Transportation and In-15

frastructure of the House of Representatives and the 16

Committee on Environment and Public Works of the 17

Senate a report that includes a proposal on the allo-18

cation of amounts to be made available to finance 19

grants under this section. 20

(2) RECOMMENDATIONS ON FUNDING.—The an-21

nual report under this paragraph shall include eval-22

uations and ratings, as required under subsection (f). 23

The report shall also include recommendations of 24

projects for funding based on the evaluations and rat-25
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ings and on existing commitments and anticipated 1

funding levels for the next 3 fiscal years and for the 2

next 10 fiscal years based on information currently 3

available to the Secretary. 4

(l) APPLICABILITY OF TITLE 23.—Funds made avail-5

able to carry out this section shall be available for obliga-6

tion in the same manner as if such funds were apportioned 7

under chapter 1 of title 23, United States Code; except that 8

such funds shall not be transferable and shall remain avail-9

able until expended and the Federal share of the cost of a 10

project under this section shall be as provided in this sec-11

tion. 12

SEC. 1305. DEDICATED TRUCK LANES. 13

(a) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall establish and 14

implement a pilot program to make allocations to States 15

for the construction of projects that separate commercial 16

truck traffic from other motor vehicle traffic. A State must 17

submit an application to the Secretary in order to receive 18

an allocation under this section. 19

(b) SELECTION PROCESS.—20

(1) PRIORITY.—In the selection process under 21

this section, the Secretary shall give priority to 22

projects that provide additional capacity. 23
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(2) SELECTION FACTORS.—In making alloca-1

tions under this section, the Secretary shall consider 2

the following factors: 3

(A) The extent to which the project will im-4

prove the safe and efficient movement of freight. 5

(B) The extent to which the project provides 6

positive separation of commercial trucks from 7

other motor vehicle traffic. 8

(C) The extent to which the project connects 9

an intermodal freight facility or an inter-10

national port of entry to the Dwight D. Eisen-11

hower National System of Interstate and Defense 12

Highways by providing limited access lanes that 13

allow commercial truck traffic to enter the Inter-14

state System at the posted speed limit. 15

(D) The extent to which the project will re-16

move truck traffic from surface streets. 17

(E) The extent to which travel time is ex-18

pected to be reduced as a result of the proposed 19

project. 20

(F) The extent of leveraging of Federal 21

funds provided to carry out this section, includ-22

ing—23

(i) use of innovative financing; 24
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(ii) combination with funding pro-1

vided under other sections of this Act and 2

title 23, United States Code; and 3

(iii) combination with other sources of 4

Federal, State, local, or private funding. 5

(c) FEDERAL SHARE.—The Federal share of the cost 6

of a project under this section shall be determined in accord-7

ance with section 120(b) of title 23, United States Code. 8

(d) APPLICABILITY OF TITLE 23.—Except as provided 9

in subsection (d), funds made available by section 10

1101(a)(22) of this Act to carry out this section shall be 11

available for obligation in the same manner as if such funds 12

were apportioned under chapter 1 of title 23, United States 13

Code. 14

(e) DEFINITIONS.—In this section the following defini-15

tions apply: 16

(1) COMMERCIAL TRUCK.—The term ‘‘commer-17

cial truck’’ means a self-propelled or towed vehicle 18

used on highways in commerce principally to trans-19

port cargo if the vehicle has a gross vehicle weight 20

rating or gross vehicle weight of at least 10,001 21

pounds, whichever is greater. 22

(2) STATE.—The term ‘‘State’’ has the meaning 23

such term has under section 101 of title 23, United 24

States Code. 25
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SEC. 1306. TRUCK PARKING FACILITIES. 1

(a) ESTABLISHMENT.—In cooperation with appro-2

priate State, regional, and local governments, the Secretary 3

shall establish a pilot program to address the shortage of 4

long-term parking for commercial motor vehicles on the Na-5

tional Highway System. 6

(b) ALLOCATION OF FUNDS.—7

(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall allocate 8

funds made available to carry out this section among 9

States, metropolitan planning organizations, and 10

local governments. 11

(2) APPLICATIONS.—To be eligible for an alloca-12

tion under this section, a State, metropolitan plan-13

ning organization, or local government shall submit 14

to the Secretary an application at such time and con-15

taining such information as the Secretary may re-16

quire. 17

(3) ELIGIBLE PROJECTS.—Funds allocated 18

under this subsection shall be used by the recipient for 19

projects described in an application approved by the 20

Secretary. Such projects shall serve the National 21

Highway System and may include the following: 22

(A) Constructing safety rest areas, as de-23

fined in section 120(c) of title 23, United States 24

Code, that include parking for commercial motor 25

vehicles. 26
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(B) Constructing commercial motor vehicle 1

parking facilities adjacent to commercial truck 2

stops and travel plazas. 3

(C) Opening existing facilities to commer-4

cial motor vehicle parking, including inspection 5

and weigh stations and park-and-ride facilities. 6

(D) Promoting the availability of publicly 7

or privately provided commercial motor vehicle 8

parking on the National Highway System using 9

intelligent transportation systems and other 10

means. 11

(E) Constructing turnouts along the Na-12

tional Highway System for commercial motor 13

vehicles. 14

(F) Making capital improvements to public 15

commercial motor vehicle parking facilities cur-16

rently closed on a seasonal basis to allow the fa-17

cilities to remain open year-round. 18

(G) Improving the geometric design of 19

interchanges on the National Highway System to 20

improve access to commercial motor vehicle 21

parking facilities. 22

(4) PRIORITY.—In allocating funds made avail-23

able to carry out this section, the Secretary shall give 24

priority to applicants that—25
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(A) demonstrate a severe shortage of com-1

mercial motor vehicle parking capacity in the 2

corridor to be addressed; 3

(B) have consulted with affected State and 4

local governments, community groups, private 5

providers of commercial motor vehicle parking, 6

and motorist and trucking organizations; and 7

(C) demonstrate that their proposed projects 8

are likely to have positive effects on highway 9

safety, traffic congestion, or air quality. 10

(c) FUNDING.—11

(1) IN GENERAL.—There is authorized to be ap-12

propriated from the Highway Trust Fund (other than 13

the Mass Transit Account) to carry out this section 14

$5,000,000 for each of fiscal years 2005 through 2009. 15

(2) CONTRACT AUTHORITY.—Funds authorized 16

under this subsection shall be available for obligation 17

in the same manner as if the funds were apportioned 18

under chapter 1 of title 23, United States Code. 19

(d) REPORT TO CONGRESS.—Not later than 5 years 20

after the date of enactment of this Act, the Secretary shall 21

transmit to Congress a report on the results of the pilot 22

program. 23

(e) FEDERAL SHARE.—The Federal share of the cost 24

of a project carried out using amounts made available 25
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under this section shall be determined in accordance with 1

sections 120(b) and 120(c) of title 23, United States Code. 2

(f) APPLICABILITY OF TITLE 23.—Notwithstanding 3

any other provision of law, projects funded under this sec-4

tion shall be treated as projects on a Federal-aid system 5

under chapter 1 of title 23, United States Code. 6

(A) A requirement that the contract for the 23

umes and vehicle classification; and 5

(iv) performance criteria to be met to 6

determine if maintenance is required. 7

(2) FACTORS TO CONSIDER.—In issuing the rule, 8

the Secretary may consider the following factors as 9

requirements for the warranty contract for eligibility 10

under the pilot program: 11

(A) A plan to account for inflation during 12

the warranty period. 13

(B) The frequency of performance assess-14

ments performed. 15

(C) The response time for repairs. 16

(D) A plan for emergency repairs. 17

(E) Clearly set out limits of liability under 18

the warranty, if any. 19

(F) Dispute resolution provisions. 20

(G) A severability provision. 21

(H) Other provisions the Secretary con-22

siders necessary for carrying out the program. 23

(g) SAVINGS.—Section 112 of title 23, United States 24

Code, shall apply to the projects carried out under this sec-25
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tion unless the Secretary determines that applying such sec-1

tion to such projects is inconsistent with the provisions of 2

this section. 3

(h) REPORTS.—Not later than 5 years after the date 4

of enactment of this Act and every year thereafter, the Sec-5

retary shall transmit to the Committee on Transportation 6

and Infrastructure of the House of Representatives and the 7

Committee on Environment and Public Works of the Senate 8

a report outlining activities carried out under the program 9

and the results of the program. 10

SEC. 1503. PRIVATE INVESTMENT STUDY. 11

(a) STUDY.—Not later than 6 months after the date 12

of enactment of this Act, the Secretary shall enter into an 13

agreement with the National Academy of Sciences to con-14

duct a comprehensive study of private investment in surface 15

transportation infrastructure.

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retary an application that is in such form and con-1

tains such information as the Secretary requires. 2

Each application shall contain a description of pro-3

posed projects to be carried by the State under the 4

pilot program. 5

(2) ELIGIBILITY.—A proposed project shall be el-6

igible for assistance under the pilot program if the 7

project—8

(A) constructs, reconstructs, or rehabilitates 9

a route or connection on a Federal-aid highway 10

eligible for assistance under chapter 1 of title 23, 11

United States Code; 12

(B) uses innovative technologies, manufac-13

turing processes, financing, or contracting meth-14

ods that improve safety, reduce congestion due to 15

construction, and improve quality; and 16

(C) meets additional criteria as determined 17

by the Secretary. 18

(3) PROJECT PROPOSAL.—A project proposal 19

submitted under paragraph (1) shall contain—20

(A) an identification and description of the 21

projects to be delivered; 22

(B) a description of how the projects will 23

result in improved safety, faster construction, re-24
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duced congestion due to construction, user satis-1

faction, and improved quality; 2

(C) a description of the innovative tech-3

nologies, manufacturing processes, financing, 4

and contracting methods that will be used for the 5

proposed projects; and 6

(D) such other information as the Secretary 7

may require. 8

(4) SELECTION CRITERIA.—In selecting projects 9

for approval under this section, the Secretary shall 10

ensure that the projects provide an evaluation of a 11

the race or ethnicity of the driver or passengers to any de-5

gree in making routine or spontaneous law enforcement de-6

cisions, such as ordinary traffic stops on Federal-aid high-7

ways. Nothing in this subsection shall alter the manner in 8

which a State or local law enforcement officer considers race 9

or ethnicity whenever there is trustworthy information, rel-10

evant to the locality or time frame, that links persons of 11

a particular race or ethnicity to an identified criminal in-12

cident, scheme, or organization. 13

(d) LIMITATIONS.—14

(1) MAXIMUM AMOUNT OF GRANTS.—The total 15

amount of grants received by a State under this sec-16

tion in a fiscal year may not exceed 5 percent of the 17

amount made available to carry out this section in 18

the fiscal year.

(f) GRANT AMOUNT.—The amount of a grant to a 11

25 percent of the amount apportioned to the State for fiscal 13

year 2003 under section 402 of title 23, United States Code.

(g) ADMINISTRATIVE EXPENSES.—Funds authorized 15

to be appropriated to carry out this section in a fiscal year 16

shall be subject to a deduction not to exceed 2.5 percent for 17

the necessary costs of administering the provisions of this 18

section.

(h) APPLICABILITY OF CHAPTER 1.—The provisions 20

contained in section 402(d) of title 23, United States Code, 21

apply to this section.

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‘‘(iii) identify and consider public 1

transportation supportive existing land use 2

policies and future patterns and the cost of 3

suburban sprawl; 4

‘‘(iv) consider the degree to which the 5

project increases the mobility of the public 6

transportation dependent population or 7

promotes economic development; 8

‘‘(v) consider population density and 9

current transit ridership in the corridor; 10

‘‘(vi) consider the technical capability 11

of the grant recipient to construct the 12

project; 13

‘‘(vii) adjust the project justification to 14

reflect differences in local land, construc-15

tion, and operating costs; and 16

‘‘(viii) consider other factors that the 17

Secretary determines appropriate to carry 18

out this chapter. 19

‘‘(C) LOCAL FINANCIAL COMMITMENT.—In 20

evaluating a proposed project under paragraph 21

(2)(C), the Secretary shall require that—22

‘‘(i) the proposed project plan provides 23

for the availability of contingency amounts 24
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that the Secretary determines to be reason-1

able to cover unanticipated cost increases; 2

‘‘(ii) each proposed local source of cap-3

ital and operating financing is stable, reli-4

able, and available within the proposed 5

project timetable; and 6

‘‘(iii) local resources are available to 7

operate the overall proposed public trans-8

portation system (including essential feeder 9

bus and other services necessary to achieve 10

the projected ridership levels) without re-11

quiring a reduction in existing public 12

transportation services to operate the pro-13

posed project. 14

‘‘(D) ASSESSMENT OF LOCAL FINANCING.—15

In assessing the stability, reliability, and avail-16

ability of proposed sources of local financing 17

under paragraph (2)(C), the Secretary shall con-18

sider—19

‘‘(i) existing grant commitments; 20

‘‘(ii) the degree to which financing 21

sources are dedicated to the purposes pro-22

posed; 23

‘‘(iii) any debt obligation that exists or 24

is proposed by the recipient for the proposed 25
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project or other public transportation pur-1

pose; and 2

‘‘(iv) the extent to which the project 3

has a local financial commitment that ex-4

ceeds the required non-Federal share of the 5

cost of the project. 6

‘‘(4) EVALUATION AND RATING OF PROJECTS.—7

A proposed project under this subsection may advance 8

from alternatives analysis to preliminary engineer-9

ing, and may advance from preliminary engineering 10

to final design and construction, only if the Secretary 11

finds that the project meets the requirements of this 12

section and there is a reasonable likelihood that the 13

project will continue to meet such requirements. In 14

making the findings, the Secretary shall evaluate and 15

rate the project as ‘highly recommended’, ‘rec-16

ommended’, or ‘not recommended’ based on the results 17

of alternatives analysis, the project justification cri-18

teria, and the degree of local financial commitment, 19

as required under this subsection. In rating the 20

projects, the Secretary shall provide, in addition to 21

the overall project rating, individual ratings for each 22

of the criteria established by regulation. 23

‘‘(5) MAJOR DEFINED.—In this section, the term 24

‘major’, as used with respect to a new fixed guideway 25
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capital project, means the Federal assistance provided 1

or to be provided under this section for the project is 2

$75,000,000 or more. 3

‘‘(d) CAPITAL INVESTMENT GRANTS LESS THAN 4

$75,000,000.—5

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—Subject to the provisions of 6

this subsection, if the Federal assistance provided or 7

to be provided under this section with respect to a 8

new fixed guideway capital project is less than 9

$75,000,000, and not less than $25,000,000, the 10

project shall be subject to the requirements in this 11

subsection. A new fixed guideway capital project is 12

not subject to the requirements of this subsection if the 13

assistance provided under this section with respect to 14

the project is less than $25,000,000. 15

‘‘(2) SELECTION CRITERIA.—The Secretary may 16

provide Federal assistance under this subsection with 17

respect to a proposed project only if the Secretary 18

finds that the project is—19

‘‘(A) based on the results of planning and 20

alternatives analysis; 21

‘‘(B) justified based on a review of its pub-22

lic transportation supportive land use policies, 23

cost effectiveness, and effect on local economic de-24

velopment; and 25
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‘‘(C) supported by an acceptable degree of 1

local financial commitment. 2

‘‘(3) PLANNING AND ALTERNATIVES.—In evalu-3

ating a project under paragraph (2)(A), the Secretary 4

shall analyze and consider the results of planning and 5

alternatives analysis for the project. 6

‘‘(4) PROJECT JUSTIFICATION.—For purposes of 7

making the finding under paragraph (2)(B), the Sec-8

retary shall—9

‘‘(A) determine the degree to which the 10

project is consistent with local land use policies 11

and is likely to achieve local developmental 12

goals; 13

‘‘(B) determine the cost effectiveness of the 14

project at the time of the initiation of revenue 15

service; 16

‘‘(C) determine the degree to which the 17

project will have a positive effect on local eco-18

nomic development; 19

‘‘(D) consider the reliability of the forecasts 20

of costs and ridership associated with the project; 21

and 22

‘‘(E) consider other factors that the Sec-23

retary determines appropriate to carry out this 24

subsection. 25
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‘‘(5) LOCAL FINANCIAL COMMITMENT.—For pur-1

poses of paragraph (2)(C), the Secretary shall require 2

that each proposed local source of capital and oper-3

ating financing is stable, reliable, and available with-4

in the proposed project timetable. 5

‘‘(6) ADVANCEMENT OF PROJECT TO DEVELOP-6

MENT AND CONSTRUCTION.—7

‘‘(A) GENERAL RULE.—A proposed project 8

under this subsection may advance from plan-9

ning and alternatives analysis to project develop-10

ment and construction only if—11

‘‘(i) the Secretary finds that the project 12

meets the requirements of this subsection 13

and there is a reasonable likelihood that the 14

project will continue to meet such require-15

ments; and 16

‘‘(ii) the metropolitan planning orga-17

nization has adopted the locally preferred 18

alternative for the project into the long-19

range transportation plan. 20

‘‘(B) EVALUATION.—In making the findings 21

under subparagraph (A), the Secretary shall 22

evaluate and rate the project as ‘recommended’ 23

or ‘not recommended’ based on the results of the 24

analysis of the project justification criteria and 25
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the degree of local financial commitment, as re-1

quired by this subsection. 2

‘‘(7) CONTENTS OF PROJECT CONSTRUCTION 3

GRANT AGREEMENT.—A project construction grant 4

agreement under this subsection shall specify the scope 5

of the project to be constructed, the estimated net 6

project cost of the project, the schedule under which 7

the project shall be constructed, the maximum amount 8

of funding to be obtained under this subsection, the 9

proposed schedule for obligation of future Federal 10

grants, and the sources of funding from other than the 11

Government. The agreement may include a commit-12

ment on the part of the Secretary to provide funding 13

for the project in future fiscal years. 14

‘‘(8) LIMITATION ON ENTRY INTO CONSTRUCTION 15

GRANT AGREEMENT.—The Secretary may enter into a 16

project construction grant agreement for a project 17

under this subsection only if the project is authorized 18

for construction and has been rated as ‘recommended’ 19

under this subsection. 20

‘‘(9) REGULATIONS.—Not later than 120 days 21

after the date of enactment of the Federal Public 22

Transportation Act of 2005, the Secretary shall issue 23

regulations establishing an evaluation and rating 24

process for proposed projects under this subsection 25
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that is based on the results of project justification and 1

local financial commitment, as required under this 2

subsection. 3

‘‘(10) FIXED GUIDEWAY CAPITAL PROJECT.—In 4

this subsection, the term ‘fixed guideway capital 5

project’ includes a corridor-based public transpor-6

tation bus capital project if the majority of the 7

project’s corridor right-of-way is dedicated alignment 8

for exclusive use by public transportation vehicles for 9

all or part of the day. 10

‘‘(e) PREVIOUSLY ISSUED LETTER OF INTENT OR 11

FULL FUNDING GRANT AGREEMENT.—Subsections (c) and 12

(d) do not apply to projects for which the Secretary has 13

issued a letter of intent or entered into a full funding grant 14

agreement before the date of enactment of the Federal Public 15

Transportation Act of 2005. Subsection (d) also does not 16

apply to projects for which the Secretary has received an 17

application for final design before such date of enactment. 18

‘‘(f) LETTERS OF INTENT, FULL FUNDING GRANT 19

AGREEMENTS, AND EARLY SYSTEMS WORK AGREE-20

MENTS.—21

‘‘(1) LETTERS OF INTENT.—22

‘‘(A) AMOUNTS INTENDED TO BE OBLI-23

GATED.—The Secretary may issue a letter of in-24

tent to an applicant announcing an intention to 25
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obligate, for a capital project under this section, 1

an amount from future available budget author-2

ity specified in law that is not more than the 3

amount stipulated as the financial participation 4

of the Secretary in the project. When a letter is 5

issued for fixed guideway projects, the amount 6

shall be sufficient to complete at least an oper-7

able segment. 8

‘‘(B) TREATMENT.—The issuance of a letter 9

under subparagraph (A) is deemed not to be an 10

obligation under sections 1108(c), 1108(d), 1501, 11

and 1502(a) of title 31 or an administrative 12

commitment. 13

‘‘(2) FULL FUNDING GRANT AGREEMENTS.—14

‘‘(A) TERMS.—The Secretary may make a 15

full funding grant agreement with an applicant. 16

The agreement shall—17

‘‘(i) establish the terms of participa-18

tion by the Government in a project under 19

this section; 20

‘‘(ii) establish the maximum amount of 21

Government financial assistance for the 22

project; 23

‘‘(iii) cover the period of time for com-24

pleting the project, including a period ex-25
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tending beyond the period of an authoriza-1

tion; and 2

‘‘(iv) make timely and efficient man-3

agement of the project easier according to 4

the law of the United States. 5

‘‘(B) SPECIAL FINANCIAL RULES.—6

‘‘(i) IN GENERAL.—An agreement 7

under this paragraph obligates an amount 8

of available budget authority specified in 9

law and may include a commitment, con-10

tingent on amounts to be specified in law in 11

advance for commitments under this para-12

graph, to obligate an additional amount 13

from future available budget authority spec-14

ified in law. 15

‘‘(ii) STATEMENT OF CONTINGENT COM-16

MITMENT.—The agreement shall state that 17

the contingent commitment is not an obli-18

gation of the Government. 19

‘‘(iii) INTEREST AND OTHER FINANC-20

ING COSTS.—Interest and other financing 21

costs of efficiently carrying out a part of the 22

project within a reasonable time are a cost 23

of carrying out the project under a full 24

funding grant agreement, except that eligi-25
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ble costs may not be more than the cost of 1

the most favorable financing terms reason-2

ably available for the project at the time of 3

borrowing. The applicant shall certify, in a 4

way satisfactory to the Secretary, that the 5

applicant has shown reasonable diligence in 6

seeking the most favorable financing terms. 7

‘‘(iv) COMPLETION OF OPERABLE SEG-8

MENT.—The amount stipulated in an agree-9

ment under this paragraph for a fixed 10

guideway project shall be sufficient to com-11

plete at least an operable segment. 12

‘‘(3) EARLY SYSTEM WORK AGREEMENTS.—13

‘‘(A) CONDITIONS.—The Secretary may 14

make an early systems work agreement with an 15

applicant if a record of decision under the Na-16

tional Environmental Policy Act of 1969 (42 17

U.S.C. 4321 et seq.) has been issued on the 18

project and the Secretary finds there is reason to 19

believe—20

‘‘(i) a full funding grant agreement for 21

the project will be made; and 22

‘‘(ii) the terms of the work agreement 23

will promote ultimate completion of the 24

project more rapidly and at less cost. 25
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‘‘(B) CONTENTS.—1

‘‘(i) IN GENERAL.—A work agreement 2

under this paragraph obligates an amount 3

of available budget authority specified in 4

law and shall provide for reimbursement of 5

preliminary costs of carrying out the 6

project, including land acquisition, timely 7

procurement of system elements for which 8

specifications are decided, and other activi-9

ties the Secretary decides are appropriate to 10

make efficient, long-term project manage-11

ment easier. 12

‘‘(ii) PERIOD COVERED.—A work 13

agreement under this paragraph shall cover 14

the period of time the Secretary considers 15

appropriate. The period may extend beyond 16

the period of current authorization. 17

‘‘(iii) INTEREST AND OTHER FINANC-18

ING COSTS.—Interest and other financing 19

costs of efficiently carrying out the work 20

agreement within a reasonable time are a 21

cost of carrying out the agreement, except 22

that eligible costs may not be more than the 23

cost of the most favorable financing terms 24

reasonably available for the project at the 25
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time of borrowing. The applicant shall cer-1

tify, in a way satisfactory to the Secretary, 2

that the applicant has shown reasonable 3

diligence in seeking the most favorable fi-4

nancing terms. 5

‘‘(iv) FAILURE TO CARRY OUT 6

PROJECT.—If an applicant does not carry 7

out the project for reasons within the con-8

trol of the applicant, the applicant shall 9

repay all Government payments made 10

under the work agreement plus reasonable 11

interest and penalty charges the Secretary 12

establishes in the agreement. 13

‘‘(4) LIMITATION ON AMOUNTS.—14

‘‘(A) MAJOR CAPITAL INVESTMENT GRANTS 15

CONTINGENT COMMITMENT AUTHORITY.—The 16

total estimated amount of future obligations of 17

the Government and contingent commitments to 18

incur obligations covered by all outstanding let-19

ters of intent, full funding grant agreements, and 20

early systems work agreements under this sub-21

section for major new fixed guideway capital 22

projects may be not more than the greater of the 23

amount authorized under sections 5338(b) and 24

5338(h)(1) for such projects or an amount equiv-25
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alent to the last 3 fiscal years of funding allo-1

cated under subsections (m)(1)(B) and 2

(m)(2)(B)(ii) for such projects, less an amount 3

the Secretary reasonably estimates is necessary 4

for grants under this section for those of such 5

projects that are not covered by a letter or agree-6

ment. The total amount covered by new letters 7

and contingent commitments included in full 8

funding grant agreements and early systems 9

work agreements for such projects may be not 10

more than a limitation specified in law. 11

‘‘(B) OTHER CONTINGENT COMMITMENT AU-12

THORITY.—The total estimated amount of future 13

obligations of the Government and contingent 14

commitments to incur obligations covered by all 15

project construction grant agreements and early 16

system work agreements under this subsection for 17

small capital projects described in subsection (d) 18

may be not more than the greater of the amount 19

allocated under subsection (m)(2)(A) for such 20

projects or an amount equivalent to the last fis-21

cal year of funding allocated under subsection 22

(m)(2)(A) for such projects, less an amount the 23

Secretary reasonably estimates is necessary for 24

grants under this section for those of such 25
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projects that are not covered by an agreement. 1

The total amount covered by new contingent 2

commitments included in project construction 3

grant agreements and early systems work agree-4

ments for such projects may be not more than a 5

limitation specified in law. 6

‘‘(C) INCLUSION OF CERTAIN COMMIT-7

MENTS.—Future obligations of the Government 8

and contingent commitments made against the 9

contingent commitment authority under section 10

3032(g)(2) of the Intermodal Surface Transpor-11

tation Efficiency Act of 1991 (106 Stat. 2125) 12

for the San Francisco BART to the Airport 13

project for fiscal years 2002, 2003, 2004, 2005, 14

and 2006 shall be charged against section 15

3032(g)(2) of that Act. 16

‘‘(D) APPROPRIATION REQUIRED.—An obli-17

gation may be made under this subsection only 18

when amounts are appropriated for the obliga-19

tion. 20

‘‘(5) NOTIFICATION OF CONGRESS.—At least 60 21

days before issuing a letter of intent or entering into 22

a full funding grant agreement or project construction 23

grant agreement under this section, the Secretary 24

shall notify, in writing, the Committee on Transpor-25
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tation and Infrastructure of the House of Representa-1

tives and the Committee on Banking, Housing, and 2

Urban Affairs of the Senate of the proposed letter or 3

agreement. The Secretary shall include with the noti-4

fication a copy of the proposed letter or agreement as 5

well as the evaluations and ratings for the project. 6

‘‘(g) GOVERNMENT’S SHARE OF NET PROJECT 7

COST.—8

‘‘(1) FEDERAL SHARE.—Based on engineering 9

studies, studies of economic feasibility, and informa-10

tion on the expected use of equipment or facilities, the 11

Secretary shall estimate the net project cost. A grant 12

for the project shall be for 80 percent of the net cap-13

ital project cost, unless the grant recipient requests a 14

lower grant percentage. 15

‘‘(2) REMAINDER OF NET PROJECT COST.—The 16

remainder of net project costs shall be provided from 17

an undistributed cash surplus, a replacement or de-18

preciation cash fund or reserve, or new capital. 19

‘‘(3) LIMITATION ON STATUTORY CONSTRUC-20

TION.—Nothing in this section, including paragraph 21

(1) and subsections (c)(3)(D)(iv) and (c)(4), shall be 22

construed as authorizing the Secretary to require a 23

non-Federal financial commitment for a project that 24

is more than 20 percent of the net capital project cost. 25
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‘‘(4) SPECIAL RULE FOR ROLLING STOCK 1

COSTS.—In addition to amounts allowed pursuant to 2

paragraph (1), a planned extension to a fixed guide-3

way system may include the cost of rolling stock pre-4

viously purchased if the applicant satisfies the Sec-5

retary that only amounts other than amounts of the 6

Government were used and that the purchase was 7

made for use on the extension. A refund or reduction 8

of the remainder may be made only if a refund of a 9

proportional amount of the grant of the Government 10

is made at the same time. 11

‘‘(5) LIMITATION ON APPLICABILITY.—This sub-12

section does not apply to projects for which the Sec-13

retary has entered into a full funding grant agree-14

ment before the date of enactment of the Federal Pub-15

lic Transportation Act of 2005.

‘‘(h) FISCAL CAPACITY CONSIDERATIONS.—If the Sec-17

retary gives priority consideration to financing projects 18

that include more than the non-Government share required 19

under subsection (g), the Secretary shall give equal consid-20

eration to differences in the fiscal capacity of State and 21

local governments. 22

‘‘(i) REPORTS ON NEW STARTS.—23

‘‘(1) ANNUAL DOT REPORT.—Not later than the 24

first Monday in February of each year, the Secretary 25
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shall submit to the Committee on Transportation and 1

Infrastructure of the House of Representatives and the 2

Committee on Banking, Housing, and Urban Affairs 3

of the Senate a report that includes—4

‘‘(A) a proposal of allocations of amounts to 5

be available to finance grants for new fixed 6

guideway capital projects among applicants for 7

these amounts; 8

‘‘(B) evaluations and ratings, as required 9

under subsection (c), for each such project that is 10

authorized by the Federal Public Transportation 11

Act of 2005; and 12

‘‘(C) recommendations of such projects for 13

funding based on the evaluations and ratings 14

and on existing commitments and anticipated 15

funding levels for the next 3 fiscal years and for 16

the next 10 fiscal years based on information 17

currently available to the Secretary. 18

‘‘(2) ANNUAL GAO REVIEW.—The Comptroller 19

General shall—20

‘‘(A) conduct an annual review of—21

‘‘(i) the processes and procedures for 22

evaluating, rating, and recommending new 23

fixed guideway capital projects; and 24
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‘‘(ii) the Secretary’s implementation of 1

such processes and procedures; and 2

‘‘(B) report to Congress on the results of 3

such review by May 31 of each year. 4

‘‘(j) UNDERTAKING PROJECTS IN ADVANCE.—5

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary may pay the 6

Government’s share of the net capital project cost to 7

a State or local governmental authority that carries 8

out any part of a project described in this section 9

without the aid of amounts of the Government and 10

according to all applicable procedures and require-11

ments if—12

‘‘(A) the State or local governmental au-13

thority applies for the payment; 14

‘‘(B) the Secretary approves the payment; 15

and 16

‘‘(C) before carrying out the part of the 17

project, the Secretary approves the plans and 18

specifications for the part in the same way as 19

other projects under this section. 20

‘‘(2) FINANCING COSTS.—21

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—The cost of carrying 22

out part of a project includes the amount of in-23

terest earned and payable on bonds issued by the 24

State or local governmental authority to the ex-25
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tent proceeds of the bonds are expended in car-1

rying out the part. 2

‘‘(B) LIMITATION ON AMOUNT OF INTER-3

EST.—The amount of interest under this para-4

graph may not be more than the most favorable 5

interest terms reasonably available for the project 6

at the time of borrowing. 7

‘‘(C) CERTIFICATION.—The applicant shall 8

certify, in a manner satisfactory to the Sec-9

retary, that the applicant has shown reasonable 10

diligence in seeking the most favorable financial 11

terms. 12

‘‘(3) CAPITAL PROJECT COST INDICES.—The Sec-13

retary shall consider changes in capital project cost 14

indices when determining the estimated cost under 15

paragraph (2). 16

‘‘(k) BUS AND BUS FACILITIES PROJECTS.—In mak-17

ing grants under subsections (m)(1)(C) and (m)(2)(B)(iii), 18

the Secretary shall consider the age of buses, bus fleets, re-19

lated equipment, and bus-related facilities. 20

‘‘(l) AVAILABILITY OF AMOUNTS.—An amount made 21

available or appropriated under section 5338(b), 5338(g), 22

or 5338(h) for replacement, rehabilitation, and purchase of 23

buses and related equipment and construction of bus-related 24

facilities or for new fixed guideway capital projects shall 25
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remain available for 3 fiscal years, including the fiscal year 1

in which the amount is made available or appropriated. 2

Any of such amounts that are unobligated at the end of 3

the 3-fiscal-year period shall be deobligated and may be 4

used by the Secretary for any purpose under this section. 5

‘‘(m) ALLOCATING AMOUNTS.—6

‘‘(1) FISCAL YEAR 2004.—The total amount of 7

funds made available by or appropriated under sec-8

tion 5338(b) for fiscal year 2004 shall be allocated as 9

follows: 10

‘‘(A) 40 percent for fixed guideway mod-11

ernization; 12

‘‘(B) 40 percent for major new fixed guide-13

way capital projects; and 14

‘‘(C) 20 percent to replace, rehabilitate, and 15

purchase buses and related equipment and to 16

construct bus-related facilities. 17

‘‘(2) FISCAL YEARS 2005–2009.—The total amount 18

of funds made available by section 5338(g), and ap-19

propriated under section 5338(h), for each of fiscal 20

years 2005 through 2009 shall be allocated in the fis-21

cal year as follows: 22

‘‘(A) SMALL CAPITAL PROJECTS.—From 23

funds appropriated under section 5338(h) for 24
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new fixed guideway capital projects described in 1

subsection (d)—2

‘‘(i) $135,000,000 in fiscal year 2005; 3

‘‘(ii) $175,000,000 in fiscal year 2006; 4

‘‘(iii) $200,000,000 in fiscal year 2007; 5

‘‘(iv) $200,000,000 in fiscal year 2008; 6

and 7

‘‘(v) $225,000,000 in fiscal year 2009. 8

‘‘(B) REMAINDER.—After the allocation 9

under subparagraph (A), the remainder of such 10

total amount shall be allocated as follows: 11

‘‘(i) 40 percent for fixed guideway 12

modernization, to be derived from funds 13

made available under section 5338(g). 14

‘‘(ii) 40 percent for major new fixed 15

capital guideway projects, to be derived 16

from funds appropriated under section 17

5338(h). 18

‘‘(iii) 20 percent to replace, rehabili-19

tate, and purchase buses and related equip-20

ment and to construct bus-related facilities, 21

to be derived from funds made available 22

under section 5338(g). 23

‘‘(3) FUNDING FOR FERRY BOAT SYSTEMS.—Of 24

the amounts made available under paragraphs (1)(B) 25
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and (2)(B)(ii), $10,400,000 shall be available in each 1

of fiscal years 2004 through 2009 for new fixed guide-2

way capital projects in Alaska or Hawaii that are for 3

ferry boats or ferry terminal facilities or that are for 4

approaches to ferry terminal facilities. Of the 5

amounts made available under paragraphs (1)(C) 6

and (2)(B)(iii), $10,000,000 shall be available in each 7

of fiscal years 2005 through 2009 for ferry boats or 8

ferry terminal facilities. 9

‘‘(4) FUEL CELL BUS PROGRAM.—Of the 10

amounts made available under subsections (m)(1)(C) 11

and (m)(2)(B)(iii) for a fiscal year, the following 12

amounts shall be set aside for the national fuel cell 13

bus technology development program under section 14

3039 of the Federal Public Transportation Act of 15

2005: 16

‘‘(A) $4,849,950 for fiscal year 2004. 17

‘‘(B) $10,000,000 for fiscal year 2005. 18

‘‘(C) $11,000,000 for fiscal year 2006. 19

‘‘(D) $12,000,000 for fiscal year 2007. 20

‘‘(E) $13,000,000 for fiscal year 2008. 21

(b) PROGRAM ELEMENTS.—The program shall include, 19

at a minimum, the following: 20

(1) A program to promote a more comprehensive 21

and national effort to educate commercial motor vehi-22

cle drivers and passenger vehicle drivers about how 23

commercial motor vehicle drivers and passenger vehi-24
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cle drivers can more safely share the road with each 1

other. 2

(2) A program to promote enhanced traffic en-3

forcement efforts aimed at reducing the incidence of 4

the most common unsafe driving behaviors that cause 5

or contribute to crashes involving commercial motor 6

vehicles and passenger vehicles. 7

(3) A program to establish a public-private part-8

nership to provide resources and expertise for the de-9

velopment and dissemination of information relating 10

to sharing the road referred to in paragraphs (1) and 11

(2) to each partner’s constituents and to the general 12

public through the use of brochures, videos, paid and 13

public advertisements, the Internet, and other media. 14

(c) FEDERAL SHARE.—The Federal share of a pro-15

gram or activity for which a grant is made under this sec-16

tion shall be 100 percent of the cost of such program or 17

activity. 18

(d) ANNUAL REPORT.—The Secretary shall prepare 19

and transmit to Congress an annual report on the programs 20

and activities carried out under this section. 21

(e) FUNDING.—From amounts made available under 22

section 31104(i) of title 49, United States Code, the Sec-23

retary shall make available $1,000,000 to the Federal Motor 24

Carrier Safety Administration, and $3,000,000 to the Na-25
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tional Highway Traffic Safety Administration, for each of 1

fiscal years 2005, 2006, 2007, 2008, and 2009 to carry out 2

this section. 3

SEC. 4121. INSULIN TREATED DIABETES MELLITUS. 4

(a) NO PERIOD OF COMMERCIAL DRIVING WHILE 5

USING INSULIN REQUIRED FOR QUALIFICATION.—The Sec-6

retary may not require individuals with insulin-treated di-7

abetes mellitus who are applying for an exemption from 8

the physical qualification standards to have experience op-9

erating commercial motor vehicles while using insulin in 10

order to be exempted from the physical qualification stand-11

ards to operate a commercial motor vehicle in interstate 12

commerce. 13

(b) MINIMUM PERIOD OF INSULIN USE.—Subject to 14

subsection (a), the Secretary shall require individuals with 15

insulin-treated diabetes mellitus to have a minimum period 16

of insulin use to demonstrate stable control of diabetes before 17

operating a commercial motor vehicle in interstate com-18

merce. For individuals who have been newly diagnosed with 19

type 1 diabetes, the minimum period of insulin use may 20

not exceed 2 months, unless directed by the treating physi-21

cian. For individuals who have type 2 diabetes and are con-22

verting to insulin use, the minimum period of insulin use 23

may not exceed 1 month, unless directed by the treating 24

physician. 25
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(c) LIMITATIONS.—Insulin-treated individuals may 1

not be held by the Secretary to a higher standard of physical 2

qualification in order to operate a commercial motor vehicle 3

in interstate commerce than other individuals applying to 4

operate, or operating, a commercial motor vehicle in inter-5

state commerce; except to the extent that limited operating, 6

monitoring, and medical requirements are deemed medi-7

cally necessary under regulations issued by the Secretary. 8

SEC. 4122. GRANT PROGRAM FOR COMMERCIAL MOTOR VE-9

HICLE OPERATORS. 10

(a) ESTABLISHMENT.—The Secretary shall establish a 11

grant program for training operators of commercial motor 12

vehicles (as defined in section 31301 of title 49, United 13

States Code). The purpose of the program shall be to train 14

operators and future operators in the safe use of such vehi-15

cle. 16

(b) FEDERAL SHARE.—The Federal share of the cost 17

for which a grant is made under this section shall be 80 18

percent. 19

(c) FUNDING.—From amounts made available under 20

section 31104(i) of title 49, United States Code, the Sec-21

retary shall make available $1,000,000 for each of fiscal 22

years 2005, 2006, 2007, 2008, and 2009 to carry out this 23

section. 24
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SEC. 4123. COMMERCIAL MOTOR VEHICLE SAFETY ADVI-1

SORY COMMITTEE. 2

(a) ESTABLISHMENT.—The Secretary shall establish a 3

commercial motor vehicle safety advisory committee to pro-4

vide advice and recommendations to the Secretary on com-5

mercial motor vehicle safety regulations and other matters 6

relating to activities and functions of the Federal Motor 7

Carrier Safety Administration. 8

(b) COMPOSITION.—The members of the advisory com-9

mittee shall be appointed by the Secretary and shall include 10

representatives of the motor carrier industry, drivers, safety 11

advocates, manufacturers, safety enforcement officials, law 12

enforcement agencies of border States, and other individuals 13

affected by rulemakings under consideration by the Depart-14

ment of Transportation.

States for projects and activities to improve the accuracy, 22

timeliness, and completeness of commercial motor vehicle 23

safety data reported to the Secretary. 24
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(b) ELIGIBILITY.—A State shall be eligible for a grant 1

under this section in a fiscal year if the Secretary deter-2

mines that the State has—3

(1) conducted a comprehensive audit of its com-4

mercial motor vehicle safety data system within the 5

preceding 2 years; 6

(2) developed a plan that identifies and 7

prioritizes its commercial motor vehicle safety data 8

needs and goals; and 9

(3) identified performance-based measures to de-10

termine progress toward those goals. 11

(c) AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.—There is 12

authorized to be appropriated from the Highway Trust 13

Fund (other than the Mass Transit Account) to carry out 14

this section $3,000,000 for each of fiscal years 2006 through 15

2009. 16

(d) APPLICABILITY OF TITLE 23, UNITED STATES 17

CODE.—Funds authorized to be appropriated by this sec-18

tion shall be available for obligation in the same manner 19

as if such funds were apportioned under chapter 1 of title 20

23, United States Code, except that the Federal share of the 21

cost of a project or activity carried out using such funds 22

shall be 80 percent and such funds shall remain available 23

until expended.

(e) BIENNIAL REPORT.—Not later 2 years after the 1

‘‘(A) a carrier or broker providing transpor-17

tation of household goods subject to jurisdiction 18

under subchapter I or III of chapter 135 who is 19

committing repeat violations of section 14915; or 20

‘‘(B) a foreign motor carrier providing 21

transportation of household goods who is reg-22

istered under section 13902 and who is commit-23

ting repeat violations of section 14915. 24
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‘‘(b) LIMITATION ON STATUTORY CONSTRUCTION.—1

Nothing in this section shall be construed—2

‘‘(1) as preventing an attorney general from ex-3

ercising the powers conferred on the attorney general 4

by the laws of such State to conduct investigations or 5

to administer oaths or affirmations or to compel the 6

attendance of witnesses or the production of documen-7

tary and other evidence; 8

‘‘(2) as prohibiting a State official from pro-9

ceeding in State court to enforce a criminal statute 10

of the State; 11

‘‘(3) as authorizing a State or political subdivi-12

sion of a State to bring an enforcement action under 13

a consumer protection law, regulation, or other provi-14

sion of the State relating to interstate transportation 15

of household goods (as defined in section 16

13102(10)(A)) with respect to an activity that is in-17

consistent with Federal laws and regulations relating 18

to interstate transportation of household goods; or 19

‘‘(4) as authorizing a State, as parens patriae, 20

to bring a class civil action on behalf of its residents 21

to enforce a regulation or order of the Secretary or 22

Board.

‘‘(c) ACTIONS BY THE SECRETARY OR BOARD.—When-24

ever a civil action has been instituted by or on behalf of 25
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the Secretary or Board for violation of section 14915, no 1

State may, during the pendency of such action, institute 2

a civil action under subsection (a) against any defendant 3

named in the complaint relating to such violation. 4

‘‘(d) VENUE; SERVICE OF PROCESS.—Any civil action 5

to be brought under subsection (a) in a district court of 6

the United States may be brought in the district in which 7

the defendant is found, is an inhabitant, or transacts busi-8

ness or wherever venue is proper under section 1391 of title 9

28. Process in such an action may be served in any district 10

in which the defendant is an inhabitant or in which the 11

defendant may be found.’’. 12

13

Not later than 1 year after the date of enactment of 14

this Act, the Secretary shall take such action as may be 15

necessary to ensure that publication ESA 03005 of the Fed-16

eral Motor Carrier Safety Administration entitled ‘‘Your 17

Rights and Responsibilities When You Move’’, is promi-18

nently displayed, and available in language that is readily 19

understandable by the general public, on the Web site of 20

the Department of Transportation. 21

SEC. 4207. RELEASE OF HOUSEHOLD GOODS BROKER IN-22

FORMATION. 23

SEC. 4209. INSURANCE REGULATIONS. 21

(a) REVIEW.—Not later than 1 year after the date of 22

enactment of this Act, the Secretary shall undertake a re-23

view of the current Federal regulations regarding insurance 24

coverage provided by motor carriers providing transpor-25

tation of household goods and revise such regulations in 1

order to provide enhanced protection for shippers in the case 2

of loss or damage as determined necessary.

(b) DETERMINATIONS.—The review shall include, but 4

5211, and 5402 of this title—24

(A) $169,000,000 for fiscal year 2004; 25

(B) $239,500,000 for fiscal year 2005; 26
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(C) $239,500,000 for fiscal year 2006; 1

(D) $239,500,000 for fiscal year 2007; 2

(E) $239,500,000 for fiscal year 2008; and 3

(F) $239,500,000 for fiscal year 2009. 4

(2) TRAINING AND EDUCATION.—To carry out 5

section 504 of title 23, United States Code, and sec-6

tion 5211 of this Act, $24,500,000 for fiscal year 2004 7

and $33,500,000 for each of fiscal years 2005 through 8

2009. 9

(3) BUREAU OF TRANSPORTATION STATISTICS.—10

For the Bureau of Transportation Statistics to carry 11

out section 111 of title 49, United States Code, 12

$31,000,000 for fiscal year 2004 and $33,000,000 for 13

each of fiscal years 2005 through 2009. 14

(4) UNIVERSITY TRANSPORTATION RESEARCH.—15

To carry out sections 5505 and 5506 of title 49, 16

United States Code, $54,500,000 for fiscal year 2004 17

and $71,000,000 for each of fiscal years 2005 through 18

2009. 19

(5) INTELLIGENT TRANSPORTATION SYSTEMS 20

(ITS) RESEARCH.—To carry out subtitle F of this 21

title, $115,000,000 for each of fiscal years 2004 22

through 2009. 23

(6) ITS DEPLOYMENT.—To carry out sections 24

5208 and 5209 of the Transportation Equity Act for 25
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the 21st Century (112 Stat. 458; 112 Stat. 460), 1

$100,000,000 for fiscal years 2004 and 2005. 2

(b) APPLICABILITY OF TITLE 23, UNITED STATES 3

CODE.—Funds authorized to be appropriated by subsection 4

(a) shall be available for obligation in the same manner 5

as if such funds were apportioned under chapter 1 of title 6

23, United States Code; except that the Federal share of the 7

cost of a project or activity carried out using such funds 8

shall be 50 percent, unless otherwise expressly provided by 9

this Act (including the amendments made by this Act) or 10

otherwise determined by the Secretary, and such funds shall 11

remain available until expended and shall not be transfer-12

able.

SEC. 5103. FINDINGS. 23

Congress finds the following: 24
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(1) Research and development are critical to de-1

veloping and maintaining a transportation system 2

that meets the goals of safety, mobility, economic vi-3

tality, efficiency, equity, and environmental protec-4

tion. 5

(2) Federally sponsored surface transportation 6

research and development has produced many suc-7

cesses. The development of rumble strips has increased 8

safety; research on materials has increased the life-9

span of pavements, saving money and reducing the 10

disruption caused by construction; and Geographic 11

Information Systems have improved the management 12

and efficiency of transit fleets. 13

(3) Despite these important successes, the Federal 14

surface transportation research and development in-15

vestment represents less than one percent of overall 16

government spending on surface transportation. 17

(4) While Congress increased funding for overall 18

transportation programs by about 40 percent in the 19

Transportation Equity Act for the 21st Century, 20

funding for transportation research and development 21

remained relatively flat. 22

(5) The Federal investment in research and de-23

velopment should be balanced between short-term ap-24

plied and long-term fundamental research and devel-25
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opment. The investment should also cover a wide 1

range of research areas, including research on mate-2

rials and construction, research on operations, re-3

search on transportation trends and human factors, 4

and research addressing the institutional barriers to 5

deployment of new technologies. 6

(6) Therefore, Congress finds that it is in the 7

United States interest to increase the Federal invest-8

ment in transportation research and development, 9

and to conduct research in critical research gaps, in 10

order to ensure that the transportation system meets 11

the goals of safety, mobility, economic vitality, effi-12

ciency, equity, and environmental protection. 13

SEC. 5201. RESEARCH, TECHNOLOGY, AND EDUCATION. 16

(a) RESEARCH, TECHNOLOGY, AND EDUCATION.—17

(b) STATEMENT OF PRINCIPLES GOVERNING RE-3

(1) by redesignating subsections (a) through (g) 6

as subsections (b) through (h), respectively; and 7

(2) by inserting before subsection (b) (as so re-8

designated) the following: 9

‘‘(a) BASIC PRINCIPLES GOVERNING RESEARCH AND 10

TECHNOLOGY INVESTMENTS.—11

‘‘(1) COVERAGE.—Surface transportation re-12

search and technology development shall include all 13

activities leading to technology development and 14

transfer, as well as the introduction of new and inno-15

vative ideas, practices, and approaches, through such 16

mechanisms as field applications, education and 17

training, and technical support. 18

‘‘(2) FEDERAL RESPONSIBILITY.—Funding and 19

conducting surface transportation research and tech-20

nology transfer activities shall be considered a basic 21

responsibility of the Federal Government when the 22

work—23

‘‘(A) is of national significance; 24
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‘‘(B) supports research in which there is a 1

clear public benefit and private sector investment 2

is less than optimal; 3

‘‘(C) supports a Federal stewardship role in 4

assuring that State and local governments use 5

national resources efficiently; or 6

‘‘(D) presents the best means to support 7

Federal policy goals compared to other policy al-8

ternatives. 9

‘‘(3) ROLE.—Consistent with these Federal re-10

sponsibilities, the Secretary shall—11

‘‘(A) conduct research; 12

‘‘(B) support and facilitate research and 13

technology transfer activities by State highway 14

agencies; 15

‘‘(C) share results of completed research; 16

and 17

‘‘(D) support and facilitate technology and 18

innovation deployment. 19

‘‘(4) PROGRAM CONTENT.—A surface transpor-20

tation research program shall include—21

‘‘(A) fundamental, long-term highway re-22

search; 23
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‘‘(B) research aimed at significant highway 1

research gaps and emerging issues with national 2

implications; and 3

‘‘(C) research related to policy and plan-4

ning. 5

‘‘(5) STAKEHOLDER INPUT.—Federal surface 6

transportation research and development activities 7

shall address the needs of stakeholders. Stakeholders 8

include States, metropolitan planning organizations, 9

local governments, the private sector, researchers, re-10

search sponsors, and other affected parties, including 11

public interest groups. 12

‘‘(6) COMPETITION AND PEER REVIEW.—Except 13

as otherwise provided in this Act, the Secretary shall 14

award all grants, contracts, and cooperative agree-15

ments for research and development under this Act 16

based on open competition and peer review of pro-17

posals. 18

‘‘(7) PERFORMANCE REVIEW AND EVALUATION.—19

To the maximum extent practicable, all surface trans-20

portation research and development projects shall in-21

clude a component of performance measurement and 22

evaluation. Performance measures shall be established 23

during the proposal stage of a research and develop-24

ment project and shall, to the maximum extent pos-25
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sible, be outcome-based. All evaluations shall be made 1

readily available to the public.’’. 2

(c) PROCUREMENT FOR RESEARCH, DEVELOPMENT, 3

AND TECHNOLOGY TRANSFER ACTIVITIES.—Section 4

‘‘(3) COOPERATION, GRANTS, AND CONTRACTS.—7

may make grants to, and enter into cooperative agreements 24

with, the American Association of State Highway and 25

10

‘‘(e) PROGRAM ADMINISTRATION.—In carrying out the 11

program under this section, the National Research Council 12

shall ensure, to the maximum extent practicable, that—13

duct research for the program on the basis of merit 15

and open solicitation of proposals and review by pan-16

governments, metropolitan planning organizations, 12

transportation-related associations, the private sector 13

(including the freight community), and the public. 14

‘‘(2) COORDINATING COLLECTION OF INFORMA-15

reau’s data programs and to improve the coordina-18

tion of information collection efforts with other Fed-19

eral agencies. 20

‘‘(3) DATA MODERNIZATION.—Continually im-21

proving surveys and data collection methods to im-22

prove the accuracy and utility of transportation sta-23

tistics. 24
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‘‘(4) ENCOURAGING DATA STANDARDIZATION.—1

Encouraging the standardization of data, data collec-2

tion methods, and data management and storage tech-3

nologies for data collected by the Bureau, the oper-4

ating administrations of the Department of Transpor-5

tation, States, local governments, metropolitan plan-6

ning organizations, and private sector entities. 7

‘‘(5) COMPILING TRANSPORTATION STATISTICS.—8

Compiling, analyzing, and publishing a comprehen-9

sive set of transportation statistics on the performance 10

and impacts of the national transportation system, 11

including statistics on—12

‘‘(A) productivity in various parts of the 13

transportation sector; 14

‘‘(B) traffic flows for all modes of transpor-15

tation; 16

‘‘(C) other elements of the Intermodal 17

Transportation Database established under sub-18

‘‘(E) vehicle weights and other vehicle char-22

acteristics; 23

‘‘(F) demographic, economic, and other 24

variables influencing traveling behavior, includ-25
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ing choice of transportation mode, and goods 1

movement; 2

‘‘(G) transportation costs for passenger 3

travel and goods movement; 4

‘‘(H) availability and use of mass transit 5

(including the number of passengers served by 6

each mass transit authority) and other forms of 7

for-hire passenger travel; 8

‘‘(I) frequency of vehicle and transportation 9

facility repairs and other interruptions of trans-10

tablish and maintain a transportation data base for 20

all modes of transportation.

‘‘(2) USE.—The data base shall be suitable for 22

analyses carried out by the Federal Government, the 23

States, and metropolitan planning organizations. 24

‘‘(3) CONTENTS.—The data base shall include—25
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‘‘(A) information on the volumes and pat-1

terns of movement of goods, including local, 2

interregional, and international movement, by 3

all modes of transportation and intermodal com-4

binations, and by relevant classification; 5

‘‘(B) information on the volumes and pat-6

terns of movement of people, including local, 7

interregional, and international movements, by 8

all modes of transportation (including bicycle 9

and pedestrian modes) and intermodal combina-10

tions, and by relevant classification; 11

‘‘(C) information on the location and 12

connectivity of transportation facilities and serv-13

ices; and 14

‘‘(D) a national accounting of expenditures 15

and capital stocks on each mode of transpor-16

tation and intermodal combination. 17

‘‘(f) NATIONAL TRANSPORTATION LIBRARY.—18

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—The Director shall establish 19

and maintain a National Transportation Library, 20

which shall contain a collection of statistical and 21

other information needed for transportation decision-22

making at the Federal, State, and local levels. 23

‘‘(2) ACCESS.—The Director shall facilitate and 24

promote access to the Library, with the goal of im-25
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proving the ability of the transportation community 1

to share information and the ability of the Director 2

to make statistics readily accessible under subsection 3

(c)(8). 4

‘‘(3) COORDINATION.—The Director shall work 5

with other transportation libraries and other trans-6

portation information providers, both public and pri-7

vate, to achieve the goal specified in paragraph (2). 8

‘‘(g) NATIONAL TRANSPORTATION ATLAS DATA 9

BASE.—10

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—The Director shall develop 11

and maintain geospatial data bases that depict—12

‘‘(A) transportation networks; 13

‘‘(B) flows of people, goods, vehicles, and 14

craft over the networks; and 15

‘‘(C) social, economic, and environmental 16

conditions that affect or are affected by the net-17

works. 18

‘‘(2) INTERMODAL NETWORK ANALYSIS.—The 19

data bases shall be able to support intermodal net-20

work analysis. 21

‘‘(h) MANDATORY RESPONSE AUTHORITY FOR 22

FREIGHT DATA COLLECTION.—Whoever, being the owner, 23

official, agent, person in charge, or assistant to the person 24

in charge of any corporation, company, business, institu-25

or she shall be fined not more than $10,000. 12

Secretary may make grants to, or enter into cooperative 14

(g) and the National Spatial Data Infrastructure de-11

veloped under Executive Order No. 12906.

‘‘(j) LIMITATIONS ON STATUTORY CONSTRUCTION.—13

Nothing in this section shall be construed—14

the quality of the statistics presented in the report, and rec-20

ommendations for improving transportation statistical in-21

formation.

‘‘(m) DATA ACCESS.—The Director shall have access 23

to transportation and transportation-related information 24
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in the possession of any Federal agency except informa-1

tion—2

‘‘(1) the disclosure of which to another Federal 3

agency is expressly prohibited by law; or 4

‘‘(2) the disclosure of which the agency so re-5

quested determines would significantly impair the 6

discharge of authorities and responsibilities which 7

have been delegated to, or vested by law, in such agen-8

cy. 9

‘‘(n) PROCEEDS OF DATA PRODUCT SALES.—Notwith-10

standing section 3302 of title 31, funds received by the Bu-11

reau from the sale of data products, for necessary expenses 12

incurred, may be credited to the Highway Trust Fund 13

(other than the Mass Transit Account) for the purpose of 14

reimbursing the Bureau for the expenses. 15

‘‘(o) ADVISORY COUNCIL ON TRANSPORTATION STATIS-16

TICS.—17

‘‘(1) ESTABLISHMENT.—The Director of the Bu-18

reau of Transportation Statistics shall establish an 19

Advisory Council on Transportation Statistics. 20

‘‘(2) FUNCTION.—It shall be the function of the 21

Each member shall have 19

expertise in transportation data collection or analysis 20

or application; except that 1 member shall have ex-21

pertise in economics, 1 member shall have expertise in 22

statistics, and 1 member shall have experience in 23

transportation safety.

on Transportation Statistics as of the date of enact-10

ment of the Transportation Equity Act: A Legacy for 11

Users shall serve until the end of their appointed 12

terms. 13

‘‘(5) APPLICABILITY OF FEDERAL ADVISORY COM-14

MITTEE ACT.—The Federal Advisory Committee Act 15

shall apply to the Advisory Council established under 16

this subsection, except that section 14 of such Act 17

shall not apply to such Advisory Council.’’. 18

SEC. 5502. REPORTS OF BUREAU OF TRANSPORTATION STA-19

TISTICS. 20

Section 111(k) of title 49, United States Code, as 21

amended by section 5501 of this Act, is amended by insert-22

ing after paragraph (1) the following: 23

SEC. 5601. SHORT TITLE. 3

This subtitle may be cited as the ‘‘Intelligent Trans-4

portation Systems Act of 2005’’. 5

SEC. 5602. GOALS AND PURPOSES. 6

(a) GOALS.—The goals of the intelligent transpor-7

tation system program include—8

(1) enhancement of surface transportation effi-9

ciency and facilitation of intermodalism and inter-10

national trade to enable existing facilities to meet a 11

significant portion of future transportation needs, in-12

cluding public access to employment, goods, and serv-13

ices and to reduce regulatory, financial, and other 14

transaction costs to public agencies and system users; 15

(2) achievement of national transportation safety 16

goals, including the enhancement of safe operation of 17

motor vehicles and nonmotorized vehicles as well as 18

improved emergency response to a crash, with par-19

ticular emphasis on decreasing the number and sever-20

ity of collisions; 21

(3) protection and enhancement of the natural 22

environment and communities affected by surface 23

transportation, with particular emphasis on assisting 24
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State and local governments to achieve national envi-1

ronmental goals; 2

(4) accommodation of the needs of all users of 3

surface transportation systems, including operators of 4

commercial motor vehicles, passenger motor vehicles, 5

motorcycles, and bicycles and pedestrians, including 6

individuals with disabilities; and 7

(5) improvement of the Nation’s ability to re-8

spond to security-related or other manmade emer-9

gencies and natural disasters and enhancement of na-10

tional defense mobility. 11

(b) PURPOSES.—The Secretary shall implement ac-12

tivities under the intelligent system transportation program 13

to, at a minimum—14

(1) expedite, in both metropolitan and rural 15

areas, deployment and integration of intelligent 16

transportation systems for consumers of passenger 17

and freight transportation; 18

(2) ensure that Federal, State, and local trans-19

portation officials have adequate knowledge of intel-20

ligent transportation systems for full consideration in 21

the transportation planning process; 22

(3) improve regional cooperation and operations 23

planning for effective intelligent transportation sys-24

tem deployment; 25
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(4) promote the innovative use of private re-1

sources; 2

(5) facilitate, in cooperation with the motor vehi-3

cle industry, the introduction of a vehicle-based safety 4

enhancing systems; 5

(6) support the application of intelligent trans-6

portation systems that increase the safety and effi-7

ciency of commercial motor vehicle operations; 8

(7) develop a workforce capable of developing, 9

operating, and maintaining intelligent transportation 10

systems; and 11

(8) provide continuing support for operations 12

and maintenance of intelligent transportation sys-13

tems. 14

SEC. 5603. GENERAL AUTHORITIES AND REQUIREMENTS. 15

(a) SCOPE.—Subject to the provisions of this subtitle, 16

the Secretary shall conduct an ongoing intelligent transpor-17

tation system program to research, develop, and operation-18

ally test intelligent transportation systems and advance na-19

tionwide deployment of such systems as a component of the 20

surface transportation systems of the United States. 21

(b) POLICY.—Intelligent transportation system re-22

search projects and operational tests funded pursuant to 23

this subtitle shall encourage and not displace public-private 24
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partnerships or private sector investment in such tests and 1

projects. 2

(c) COOPERATION WITH GOVERNMENTAL, PRIVATE, 3

AND EDUCATIONAL ENTITIES.—The Secretary shall carry 4

out the intelligent transportation system program in co-5

operation with State and local governments and other pub-6

lic entities, the private sector of the United States, the Fed-7

eral laboratories, and colleges and universities, including 8

historically Black colleges and universities and other mi-9

nority institutions of higher education. 10

(d) CONSULTATION WITH FEDERAL OFFICIALS.—In 11

carrying out the intelligent transportation system program, 12

the Secretary shall consult with the heads of other Federal 13

departments and agencies, as appropriate. 14

(e) TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE, TRAINING, AND INFORMA-15

TION.—The Secretary may provide technical assistance, 16

training, and information to State and local governments 17

seeking to implement, operate, maintain, or evaluate intel-18

ligent transportation system technologies and services. 19

(f) TRANSPORTATION PLANNING.—The Secretary may 20

provide funding to support adequate consideration of trans-21

portation systems management and operations, including 22

intelligent transportation systems, within metropolitan and 23

statewide transportation planning processes. 24

(g) INFORMATION CLEARINGHOUSE.—25
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(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall—1

(A) maintain a repository for technical and 2

safety data collected as a result of federally spon-3

sored projects carried out under this subtitle (in-4

cluding the amendments made by this subtitle); 5

and 6

(B) make, on request, that information (ex-7

cept for proprietary information and data) read-8

ily available to all users of the repository at an 9

appropriate cost. 10

(2) AGREEMENT.—11

(A) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary may enter 12

into an agreement with a third party for the 13

maintenance of the repository for technical and 14

safety data under paragraph (1)(A). 15

(B) FEDERAL FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE.—If 16

the Secretary enters into an agreement with an 17

entity for the maintenance of the repository, the 18

entity shall be eligible for Federal financial as-19

sistance under this section. 20

(3) AVAILABILITY OF INFORMATION.—Informa-21

tion in the repository shall not be subject to section 22

555 of title 5, United States Code. 23

(h) ADVISORY COMMITTEE.—24
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(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall establish 1

an Advisory Committee to advise the Secretary on 2

carrying out this subtitle. 3

(2) MEMBERSHIP.—The Advisory Committee 4

shall have no more than 20 members, be balanced be-5

tween metropolitan and rural interests, and include, 6

at a minimum—7

(A) a representative from a State highway 8

department; 9

(B) a representative from a local highway 10

department who is not from a metropolitan 11

planning organization; 12

(C) a representative from a State, local, or 13

regional transit agency; 14

(D) a representative from a metropolitan 15

planning organization; 16

(E) a private sector user of intelligent 17

transportation system technologies; 18

(F) an academic researcher with expertise 19

in computer science or another information 20

science field related to intelligent transportation 21

systems, and who is not an expert on transpor-22

tation issues; 23

(G) an academic researcher who is a civil 24

engineer; 25
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(H) an academic researcher who is a social 1

scientist with expertise in transportation issues; 2

(I) a representative from a not-for-profit 3

group representing the intelligent transportation 4

system industry; 5

(J) a representative from a public interest 6

group concerned with safety; 7

(K) a representative from a public interest 8

group concerned with the impact of the transpor-9

tation system on land use and residential pat-10

terns; and 11

(L) members with expertise in planning, 12

safety, and operations. 13

(3) DUTIES.—The Advisory Committee shall, at 14

a minimum, perform the following duties: 15

(A) Provide input into the development of 16

the Intelligent Transportation System aspects of 17

the strategic plan under section 508 of title 23, 18

United States Code. 19

(B) Review, at least annually, areas of in-20

telligent transportation systems research being 21

considered for funding by the Department, to de-22

termine—23

(i) whether these activities are likely to 24

advance either the state-of-the-practice or 25
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state-of-the-art in intelligent transportation 1

systems; 2

(ii) whether the intelligent transpor-3

tation system technologies are likely to be 4

deployed by users, and, if not, to determine 5

the barriers to deployment; and 6

(iii) the appropriate roles for govern-7

ment and the private sector in investing in 8

the research and technologies being consid-9

ered. 10

(4) REPORT.—Not later than February 1 of each 11

year after the date of enactment of this Act, the Sec-12

retary shall transmit to the Congress, a report includ-13

ing—14

(A) all recommendations made by the Advi-15

sory Committee during the preceding calendar 16

year; 17

(B) an explanation of how the Secretary 18

has implemented those recommendations; and 19

(C) for recommendations not implemented, 20

the reasons for rejecting the recommendations. 21

(5) APPLICABILITY OF FEDERAL ADVISORY COM-22

MITTEE ACT.—The Advisory Committee shall be sub-23

ject to the Federal Advisory Committee Act (5 U.S.C. 24

App.). 25
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(i) REPORTING.—1

(1) GUIDELINES AND REQUIREMENTS.—2

(A) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall issue 3

guidelines and requirements for the reporting 4

and evaluation of operational tests and deploy-5

ment projects carried out under this subtitle. 6

(B) OBJECTIVITY AND INDEPENDENCE.—7

The guidelines and requirements issued under 8

subparagraph (A) shall include provisions to en-9

sure the objectivity and independence of the re-10

porting entity so as to avoid any real or appar-11

ent conflict of interest or potential influence on 12

the outcome by parties to any such test or de-13

ployment project or by any other formal evalua-14

tion carried out under this subtitle. 15

(C) FUNDING.—The guidelines and require-16

ments issued under subparagraph (A) shall es-17

tablish reporting funding levels based on the size 18

and scope of each test or project that ensure ade-19

quate reporting of the results of the test or 20

project. 21

(2) SPECIAL RULE.—Any survey, questionnaire, 22

or interview that the Secretary considers necessary to 23

carry out the reporting of any test, deployment 24

SEC. 5604. NATIONAL ARCHITECTURE AND STANDARDS. 3

(a) IN GENERAL.—4

(1) DEVELOPMENT, IMPLEMENTATION, AND MAIN-5

TENANCE.—Consistent with section 12(d) of the Na-6

tional Technology Transfer and Advancement Act of 7

1995 (15 U.S.C. 272 note; 110 Stat. 783), the Sec-8

retary shall develop, implement, and maintain a na-9

tional architecture and supporting standards and 10

protocols to promote the widespread use and evalua-11

tion of intelligent transportation system technology as 12

a component of the surface transportation systems of 13

the United States. 14

(2) INTEROPERABILITY AND EFFICIENCY.—To 15

the maximum extent practicable, the national archi-16

tecture shall promote interoperability among, and ef-17

ficiency of, intelligent transportation system tech-18

nologies implemented throughout the United States. 19

(3) USE OF STANDARDS DEVELOPMENT ORGANI-20

ZATIONS.—In carrying out this section, the Secretary 21

shall use the services of such standards development 22

organizations as the Secretary determines to be ap-23

propriate. 24

(4) USE OF EXPERT PANEL.—25
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(A) DESIGNATION.—The Secretary shall 1

designate a panel of experts to recommend ways 2

to expedite and streamline the process for devel-3

oping the standards and protocols to be devel-4

oped pursuant to paragraph (1). 5

(B) NONAPPLICABILITY OF ADVISORY COM-6

MITTEE ACT.—The expert panel shall not be sub-7

ject to the Federal Advisory Committee Act (5 8

U.S.C. App.). 9

(C) DEADLINE FOR RECOMMENDATION.—No 10

later than September 30, 2006, the expert panel 11

shall provide the Secretary with a recommenda-12

tion relating to such standards development. 13

(b) PROVISIONAL STANDARDS.—14

(1) IN GENERAL.—If the Secretary finds that the 15

development or balloting of an intelligent transpor-16

tation system standard jeopardizes the timely achieve-17

ment of the objectives identified in subsection (a), the 18

Secretary may establish a provisional standard, after 19

consultation with affected parties, using, to the extent 20

practicable, the work product of appropriate stand-21

ards development organizations. 22

(2) PERIOD OF EFFECTIVENESS.—A provisional 23

standard established under paragraph (1) shall be 24

published in the Federal Register and remain in effect 25
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until the appropriate standards development organi-1

zation adopts and publishes a standard. 2

(c) CONFORMITY WITH NATIONAL ARCHITECTURE.—3

(1) IN GENERAL.—Except as provided in para-4

graphs (2) and (3), the Secretary shall ensure that in-5

telligent transportation system projects carried out 6

using funds made available from the Highway Trust 7

Fund, including funds made available under this sub-8

title to deploy intelligent transportation system tech-9

nologies, conform to the national architecture, appli-10

cable standards or provisional standards, and proto-11

cols developed under subsection (a). 12

(2) SECRETARY’S DISCRETION.—The Secretary 13

may authorize exceptions to paragraph (1) for—14

(A) projects designed to achieve specific re-15

search objectives outlined in the national intel-16

ligent transportation system program plan or 17

the surface transportation research and develop-18

ment strategic plan developed under section 508 19

of title 23, United States Code; or 20

(B) the upgrade or expansion of an intel-21

ligent transportation system in existence on the 22

date of enactment of this Act if the Secretary de-23

termines that the upgrade or expansion—24
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(i) would not adversely affect the goals 1

or purposes of this subtitle; 2

(ii) is carried out before the end of the 3

useful life of such system; and 4

(iii) is cost-effective as compared to al-5

ternatives that would meet the conformity 6

requirement of paragraph (1).

(3) EXCEPTIONS.—Paragraph (1) shall not 8

apply to funds used for operation or maintenance of 9

an intelligent transportation system in existence on 10

the date of enactment of this Act.

SEC. 5605. RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT. 12

(a) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall carry out a 13

comprehensive program of intelligent transportation system 14

research, development, and operational tests of intelligent 15

vehicles and intelligent infrastructure systems and other 16

similar activities that are necessary to carry out this sub-17

title. 18

(b) PRIORITY AREAS.—Under the program, the Sec-19

retary shall give higher priority to funding projects that—20

(1) enhance mobility and productivity through 21

improved traffic management, incident management, 22

transit management, freight management, road 23

weather management, toll collection, traveler informa-24
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tion, or highway operations systems and remote sens-1

ing products; 2

(2) utilize interdisciplinary approaches to de-3

velop traffic management strategies and tools to ad-4

dress multiple impacts of congestion concurrently; 5

(3) enhance safety through improved crash 6

avoidance and protection, crash and other notifica-7

tion, commercial motor vehicle operations, and infra-8

structure-based or cooperative safety systems; and 9

(4) facilitate the integration of intelligent infra-10

structure, vehicle, and control technologies. 11

(c) FEDERAL SHARE.—The Federal share of the cost 12

of operational tests and demonstrations under subsection 13

(a) shall not exceed 80 percent. 14

SEC. 5606. INFRASTRUCTURE DEVELOPMENT. 15

Funds made available to carry out this subtitle for 16

operational tests—17

(1) shall be used primarily for the development 18

of intelligent transportation system infrastructure; 19

and 20

(2) to the maximum extent practicable, shall not 21

be used for the construction of physical highway and 22

public transportation infrastructure unless the con-23

struction is incidental and critically necessary to the 24
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implementation of an intelligent transportation sys-1

tem project. 2

SEC. 5607. ROAD WEATHER RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT 3

PROGRAM. 4

(a) ESTABLISHMENT.—The Secretary shall establish a 5

road weather research and development program to—6

(1) maximize use of available road weather in-7

formation and technologies; 8

(2) expand road weather research and develop-9

ment efforts to enhance roadway safety, capacity, and 10

efficiency while minimizing environmental impacts; 11

and 12

(3) promote technology transfer of effective road 13

weather scientific and technological advances. 14

(b) STAKEHOLDER INPUT.—In carrying out this sec-15

tion, the Secretary shall consult with the National Oceanic 16

and Atmospheric Administration, the National Science 17

Foundation, the American Association of State Highway 18

and Transportation Officials, nonprofit organizations, and 19

the private sector. 20

(c) CONTENTS.—The program established under this 21

section shall solely carry out research and development 22

called for in the National Research Council’s report entitled 23

‘‘A Research Agenda for Improving Road Weather Serv-24

ices’’. Such research and development includes—25
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(1) integrating existing observational networks 1

and data management systems for road weather ap-2

plications; 3

(2) improving weather modeling capabilities and 4

forecast tools, such as the road surface and atmos-5

pheric interface; 6

(3) enhancing mechanisms for communicating 7

road weather information to users, such as transpor-8

tation officials and the public; and 9

(4) integrating road weather technologies into an 10

information infrastructure. 11

(d) ACTIVITIES.—In carrying out this section, the Sec-12

retary shall—13

(1) enable efficient technology transfer; 14

(2) improve education and training of road 15

weather information users, such as State and local 16

transportation officials and private sector transpor-17

tation contractors; and 18

(3) coordinate with transportation weather re-19

search programs in other modes, such as aviation. 20

(e) FUNDING.—21

(1) IN GENERAL.—In awarding funds under this 22

section, the Secretary shall give preference to applica-23

tions with significant matching funds from non-Fed-24

eral sources. 25
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(2) FUNDS FOR ROAD WEATHER RESEARCH AND 1

DEVELOPMENT.—Of the amounts made available by 2

section 5101(a)(5), $4,000,000 shall be available to 3

carry out this section for each of fiscal years 2004 4

through 2009. 5

SEC. 5608. DEFINITIONS. 6

In this subtitle, the following definitions apply: 7

(1) INCIDENT.—The term ‘‘incident’’ means a 8

crash, a natural disaster, workzone activity, special 9

event, or other emergency road user occurrence that 10

adversely affects or impedes the normal flow of traffic. 11

(2) INTELLIGENT TRANSPORTATION INFRASTRUC-12

TURE.—The term ‘‘intelligent transportation infra-13

structure’’ means fully integrated public sector intel-14

ligent transportation system components, as defined 15

by the Secretary. 16

(3) INTELLIGENT TRANSPORTATION SYSTEM.—17

The term ‘‘intelligent transportation system’’ means 18

electronics, communications, or information proc-19

essing used singly or in combination to improve the 20

efficiency or safety of a surface transportation system. 21

(4) NATIONAL ARCHITECTURE.—The term ‘‘na-22

tional architecture’’ means the common framework for 23

interoperability that defines—24
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(A) the functions associated with intelligent 1

transportation system user services; 2

(B) the physical entities or subsystems with-3

in which the functions reside; 4

(C) the data interfaces and information 5

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(5) because of the potential risks to life, property, 1

and the environment posed by unintentional releases 2

of hazardous materials, consistency in laws and regu-3

lations governing the transportation of hazardous ma-4

terials is necessary and desirable; 5

(6) in order to achieve greater uniformity and to 6

promote the public health, welfare, and safety at all 7

levels, Federal standards for regulating the transpor-8

tation of hazardous materials in intrastate, interstate, 9

and foreign commerce are necessary and desirable; 10

and 11

(7) in order to provide reasonable, adequate, and 12

cost-effective protection from the risks posed by the 13

transportation of hazardous materials, a network of 14

well-trained State and local emergency response per-15

sonnel and hazmat employees is essential. 16
